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In 2005, CGBD leadership contributed to these outcomes: 


e In January, the CGBD sponsored a retreat that included 14 member foundations discussing the 
importance of conservation science to all CGBD activities. This led to the 2006 annual meeting 
theme, a donors’ forum for the Society of Conservation Biology, and a survey of CGBD member 
science investments. 


e In February 15-16, 2005, in New York City, the CGBD sponsored a funder briefing designed as a 
dialogue among foundations, multinational banks, and NGOs, on new protocols that encourage more 
sustainable lending practices that affect areas of high biodiversity value. Banks considering adoption 
of the Equator Principles attended and later made commitments. 


e Marine Working Group activities raised funder collaboration on U.S. ocean governance, fisheries 
management improvement, marine protected area conservation, consumer seafood issues, and salmon 
and shrimp aquaculture reform. The Working Group convened monthly conference calls, inviting 
leaders in marine conservation to join in funder-led discussion. The annual winter meeting, held in 
Monterey in late February, with record attendance, addressed a wide range of marine conservation 
issues and provided opportunities for funder collaboration. The CGBD assisted its sub-group of Baja 
funders in an early February meeting in La Paz, Mexico that united 90 activists and donors in strategy 
sessions for the year ahead. 


e The Forest Working Group, now renamed the Land & Freshwater Conservation Working Group, 
broadened its reach to address the full range of terrestrial and aquatic biodiversity conservation 
issues—with two to three conference calls per month on: U.S. public lands management, the 
Endangered Species Act, promotion of sustainable forestry and certification worldwide, protection of 
the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge, and invasive species. In March 2005 in Santa Fe, funders forged 
new connections among large landscape conservation and restoration and community forest efforts, 
launching a new series of cooperative projects. 


e Climate and Energy Funders continued to bring in funders new to climate change work, including 
foundations in Australia and at a gathering in North Carolina. The fourth annual meeting was held in 
June in Chicago in order to focus on Midwest activity. The CGBD organized a delegation to the UN 
Climate Change Conference in Montreal in December. 


e The Climate and Energy Funders developed a strategic framework with five key pathways to reduce 
global warming pollution and build a mandate for domestic action with a goal of securing mandatory 
national greenhouse gas reduction policies within five years. 


e An internship program was launched in August to give diverse students experience in biodiversity 
philanthropy. Meilyn Silveira, formerly of Brazil, the first intern, analyzed issues on the table at the 
Conference of the Parties on the Convention on Biological Diversity. 


e Inresponse to an earlier CGBD tour of policy experts from the EU, a coalition of more than ten U.S. 
foundations formed to work on state and regional strategies to reform the testing process for new 
chemicals that may be toxic. The initiative is being run through the Health and Environmental 
Funders Network (HEFN), a sponsored project of the CGBD. 


2005 BASIC CGBD FACTS 


The Consultative Group on Biological Diversity, Inc. (CGBD) was established in August of 1987. In 
December of 1987, the U.S. Internal Revenue Service and the State of New York granted the CGBD 
provisional tax-free status, under section 501(c)(3), as a publicly supported organization. The designation 
was temporary until 1992 when the CGBD received permanent status under section 501(c)(3). 


At the close of 2005, the CGBD membership was composed of 51 organizations: 50 foundations and the 
US Agency for International Development. 


The CGBD is housed in the Thoreau Center for Sustainability located in the Presidio of San Francisco. 
At the beginning of 2005, the CGBD staff consisted of three full-time employees: Lynn Lohr, Executive 
Director; William Hull, Program Officer; Siobhan Noland, Program Associate; and one part-time 
employee: Alicia Ushijima, Finance Manager. In January 2005, Paige Brown joined the organization as 
the full time Coordinator of the Climate and Energy Funders, a working group of the CGBD. Part-time 
Administrative Assistant, Johnnae Nardone, was hired in May to assist Paige. In August of 2005 intern 
Meilyn Silveira began working with the CGBD. In September of 2005, Siobhan Noland left the 
organization and Erin Rowley was hired as Program Associate effective November 1. 


The CGBD sponsors and acts as fiscal agent for the Health and Environmental Funders Network (HEFN), 
a mostly virtual network of more than 190 foundation professionals interested in the nexus of health and 
the environment. Kathy Sessions is the full time Coordinator of the project. Karla Fortunato is the full 
time Deputy Coordinator. The HEFN office is in Washington, D.C. at 1990 M Street. 


The CGBD is funded by program grants from its members; it is not a grantmaking organization. A Board 
of Directors serves as the governing body. The Board of Directors is composed of representatives from 
nine member foundations. The directors, officers and their affiliations are listed in this report. 


The Consultative Group on Biological Diversity (CGBD) entered its eighteenth year of operation in 2005. 
A manageably sized, highly involved membership enabled the CGBD to move quickly to respond to 
funder interests. CGBD working groups containing additional foundations and related activities fostered 
collaborative relationships among funders to conserve and restore biodiversity. 


GOALS AND PROGRAM FOCUS 


The Vision of the CGBD is the effective engagement of humankind in the conservation and restoration 
of biological diversity on earth. 


We define biodiversity as all the variety of life on Earth...the variety of ecosystems, the variety of 
species...and the variety of genes among the individuals of a species. 


The Mission of the CGBD is to support foundations in their efforts to conserve and restore biological 
diversity in order to safeguard the well being of people and the health of the global environment. 


The Goals of the CGBD are: 


e To create strategic partnerships among funders and other partners in the U.S. and 
internationally to proactively address the challenges of accelerating threats to global 
biodiversity. 


e To increase the strategic impact of grantmaking by connecting member foundations with 
significant grantmaking opportunities and with a full range of groups working on behalf 
of conservation concerns. 


e To increase financial resources devoted to conserving biological diversity. 


e To identify needs, emerging issues, strategic opportunities and alliances for biodiversity 
conservation through a variety of approaches, including the incubation of new projects. 


e To promote the effective use of monitoring and evaluation activities and other 
enhancements of the grantmaking craft among member foundations. 


Land and Freshwater Conservation Working Group 


For the first half of 2005, Katie Distler Eckman, Turner Foundation, and Steve Whitney, Bullitt 
Foundation, led the group as co-chairs. When Steve was elected to the CGBD Board of Directors in June, 
Eric Jones, Flintridge Foundation, joined Katie at the helm of the group. 


During 2005, the Land & Freshwater Conservation Working Group convened monthly conference calls 
on a wide range of terrestrial and freshwater conservation issues. Call topics included conservation in the 
Southeast, protecting roadless areas on national forests, a review of the state of sustainable forestry and 
certification, the Endangered Species Act, threats to biodiversity from invasive species, and protection of 
the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge. 


Through its healthy forests sub-group, the Land & Freshwater Conservation Working Group has been 
cooperating with funders interested in addressing the various fire and forest restoration advocacy efforts 
that had been running on parallel tracks since the passage of the Healthy Forests Restoration Act (HFRA). 
In conjunction with the McCune Foundation, the CGBD hosted a briefing for forest conservation funders 
on March 10-11, 2005, in Santa Fe, New Mexico. 


As an outcome, funders agreed to work together on: 


Communication/framing of healthy forest and fire management messages; 

A “road map” of the advocacy community’s work on community forestry; 

A science and monitoring proposal; 

Investigating funder work in the fire/restoration/forest conservation arenas; and 
Community Wildfire Protection Plans (CWPP's) and their strategic utility. 


CGBD staff continued to assist the communication and collaboration efforts of this sub-group subsequent 
to the Santa Fe meeting. Regular conference calls of this subgroup were convened and members were 
surveyed regarding their grantmaking in the areas of forest restoration and community forestry. 


Marine Working Group 


Beto Bedolfe, Marisla Foundation, and Angel Braestrup, Munson Foundation, continued to provide 
leadership as working group co-chairs. 


Throughout 2005, the Marine Working Group convened regular conference calls to address a wide range 
of marine conservation issues. In addition to providing important background information, the calls 
served as a forum for funders to discuss potential collaborative activities including: 


Promoting the policy recommendations of the US Ocean Commission and Pew Oceans Commission; 
International trade in corals and other marine species; 

Global Forum on Oceans, Coasts and Islands; 

Development of US federal offshore aquaculture; 

International salmon farming; 

Marine conservation in Alaska and the Bering Sea; 

Educational activities around the reauthorization of the Magnuson Stevens Act; 
Implementation of California’s Marine Life Protection Act; 

Marine mammals and noise pollution; 

Offshore energy development; 

Policy development at the International Whaling Commission; 

The Northwest Hawaiian Islands marine sanctuary; and 

Shark finning. 


The Marine Working Group convened its annual winter meeting in early February 2005 at the Monterey 
Bay Aquarium. The three-day briefing covered a variety of marine conservation topics, with a theme of 
“The Oceans & Climate Change: Fostering Resilience and Finding Solutions in the Face of a Global 
Threat.” Topics included: 


Emerging federal issues and opportunities for investment; 
High seas governance; 

Limiting trade as a conservation tool; 

Community-based coral reef protection areas; 

Building global scientific capacity in marine conservation. 


Early in the year, a subgroup of funders established an ongoing collaboration among approximately 20 
funders interested in conservation in the Sea of Cortez/Baja California region. The subgroup participated 
in monthly conference calls to build collaborative efforts and convened a Northern Mexico Conservation 
Summit in February in La Paz that brought funders and activists together to plan strategy. 


Conservation Science 


All CGBD members support the application of sound science to their conservation grantmaking, but it is 
not always clear how best to encourage scientific research and its use. In January 2005, a CGBD 
members’ retreat was held at Taaffe House in Los Altos Hills, California to explore common interests in 
conservation science. Subsequently, the CGBD Board directed staff to form a Conservation Science 
Funders Group to provide substantive support to all the other CGBD working groups and to develop other 
programs that would address the very core of the CGBD mission. Barry Gold, Gordon and Betty Moore 
Foundation, and Gary Tabor, Wilburforce Foundation, co-chaired this group in 2005. 


Issues confronting funders interested in the promotion of sound conservation science include: 


How best to integrate conservation science into policy or place-based conservation grantmaking; 
How to support the growing conservation science/biology movement; 

How to encourage the development of new environmental institutes at leading academic institutions; 
How to address the decline of federal research investment in environmental/resource management 
agencies; and 

e How to de-mystify science for funders. 


As an outgrowth to this group’s activity in 2005, the 2006 CGBD Annual Meeting in Estes Park, 
Colorado will focus on conservation science. A survey of CGBD members regarding their conservation 
science grantmaking was designed in 2005 through a consultancy with Foundations of Success and was 
administered in early 2006. Funders collaborated to design a “donor forum” scheduled for the 2006 
annual meeting of the Society for Conservation Biology. 


Climate and Energy Funders Group 


The Climate and Energy Funders Group mission is to broaden the base of philanthropy effectively 
addressing climate change and to facilitate collaboration among funders. The Climate and Energy group 
continues to bring in a number of funders new to climate change work, provide them with information, 
peer networking and strategy development support. In 2005, staff support was increased from .5 to 1.4 
FTE. Paige Brown was hired to coordinate, with Johannae Nardone providing part-time support. Stewart 
Hudson, Tremaine Foundation, and Marcus Schneider, Energy Foundation, continued as co-chairs of the 
steering committee. 


The group drafted and disseminated a Strategic Framework, describing five key strategies to reduce 
emissions and build a broad public mandate for domestic action on global warming. Its purpose is to help 
recruit new foundations to climate and energy funding, describe the most promising strategies, and offer a 
comprehensive picture of how various threads of climate advocacy fit together. The Framework has been 
an invaluable document in setting priorities and in outreach. 


The Climate and Energy Funders Group had their annual strategy meeting in Chicago, June 2005. The 
meeting brought together some 35 funders to share information and examine the Strategic Framework in 
detail. The Annual Meeting was organized around the five strategic pathways. The funders also took 
advantage of the Midwest location and focused on policy opportunities and the political landscape of the 
Midwest. Several large foundations attended that were new to the issue. 


In October 2005, the group convened a Southeast Funders Briefing on Emerging Opportunities for 
Moving Climate Policy in the Southeast. The briefing was co-sponsored by the Turner Foundation, 
Environmental Working Group of the North Carolina Grantmakers, and the Curtis and Edith Munson 
Foundation. Their sponsorship serves as an early indication of success in bringing new money to global 
warming work in the Southeast. The briefing attracted 20 funders, 15 of which were relatively new to 
climate change and were regionally based. 


To close the year, in early December, a 20-person contingent of funders attended the Conference of the 
Parties 11/Meeting of the Parties 1 in Montreal. At the Climate Convention, the funders learned about the 
negotiations, met with diverse players to understand the various perspectives, and delivered the message 
that funders are committed to moving the US to a leadership role in the global transition to a clean energy 
economy. 


The funders were able to see first hand the importance of the state policy advocacy, corporate outreach, 
municipal leader development, and NGO networks that they support. The Montreal Convention 
underscored the Strategic Framework which argues that to achieve the vision - U.S. leadership in the 
international arena - we must succeed at the states, move the private sector, cultivate and support broad 
constituencies, and ultimately win a federal, mandatory cap on greenhouse gases. 


Biodiversity and Environmental Health Working Group/HEFN 


HEFN, which grew out of the CGBD’s Biodiversity and Environmental Health Working Group, is a 
sponsored project of the CGBD operating from a Washington, DC office. HEFN is a network of some 
190 grantmakers interested in information sharing and collaboration at the nexus of environment and 
health. Throughout 2005, Michael Lerner, Jenifer Altman Foundation, chaired the steering committee. 


HEFN worked in partnership with its parent CGBD and other grantmaker organizations to offer 
programming on environmental health at major grantmaker meetings in the last year, including with 
Grantmakers In Health, the Environmental Grantmakers Association, CGBD, a funder conference on 
electronics and e-waste, and a funder conference on green building. A lively monthly conference call 
series provided regular updates and funder dialogue on topics of high interest. HEFN supported a 
Working Group on Environmental Health and Environmental Justice and nurtured the emergence of 
another Working Group on Women and Environmental Health. 


Also in 2005, a funder collaborative within HEFN on chemicals, environment, and health was expanded 
and solidified. Projects of the collaborative included several scoping reports that now are informing 
grantmaking and campaigns; and a spring retreat in Bolinas, California, on green chemistry that brought 
together global pioneers in the field with funders, academics, and advocates. A Fall funder retreat 
deepened funder engagement in the renamed HEFN Catalysts for a Healthy Future, adopting a set of four 
strategic objectives as well as a workplan of scopings, convenings, and collaborative grantmaking. 


Among the devastating impacts of Hurricanes Katrina and Rita in the Gulf Coast were alarming but 
unknown levels of contamination, both chemical and biological, throughout the region. HEFN supported 
funder calls and collaborative work within the philanthropic community that helped launch independent 
monitoring and response in the Gulf, a Funder Matchmaker website to facilitate emergency contacts 
between donors and grantees, and a new Gulf Coast Ecological Health and Community Renewal Fund. 


The 2005 Annual Meeting 


In June, record turnout of the membership gathered for the annual meeting at Timberline Lodge, on Mt. 
Hood, Oregon. The members of the 2005 Annual Meeting Program Committee (Jennifer Miller Goethals, 
Wilburforce Foundation; Amy Solomon, Bullitt Foundation; Irene Vlach, Lazar Foundation; Eric Jones, 
Flintridge Foundation; Jim Leape, David and Lucile Packard Foundation; Pic Walker, Gordon and Betty 
Moore Foundation; led by co-chairs-Chuck Savitt, Tides Foundation, and Beto Bedolfe, Marisla 
Foundation) worked with the staff throughout early 2005 on an agenda that emphasized “Connecting the 
Regional to the Global.” Agenda topics included: 


Biodiversity and Environmental Health in Land Use 

Don’t Blame Canada: Lessons from the North 

Endangered ESA? The Future of Endangered Species Protection 

Beyond Sex & Death in the Sea: New Tools in Place-based Ecosystem Management 

The King and Queen of Troubled Waters 

Quiet Revolution: Solutions for Ecologically Sound and Socio-economically Just Forest Restoration 
Capacity for What? Aligning Efforts with Outcomes. 


In addition, field trips emphasized participation as funders took part in a salmon release at a hatchery and 
“ground-truthed” a proposed timber sale with activists, working group tables were organized at meals, the 
annual business meeting was convened, and the Board of Directors met. The CGBD’s newest member, 
the Garfield Foundation, was welcomed. 


In 2005, planning began for the 2006 CGBD Annual Meeting, which will take place June 21-23, 2006 at 
the Stanley Hotel, Estes Park, Colorado. 


Emerging Issues Briefings 


The Horizon Committee endorsed as a CGBD activity an emerging issue briefing on the Equator 
Principles and its effect on areas of high biodiversity value. An historic dialogue of bankers, the NGOs 
that pressed them to better practices, and the foundations that supported those NGOs, took place February 
15-16 in New York City at the Rockefeller Foundation with more than 25 foundation program officers in 
attendance. 


In October 2005, the CGBD, its Climate and Energy Funders Group, and HEFN, were co-sponsors of a 
Funders Network on Smart Growth-initiated funders briefing on green building convened in Cleveland. 


Other Communications Efforts 
A monthly email bulletin to members keeps them current on organizational and member activities. 


The quarterly newsletter “Biodiversity,” reaches almost 500 NGO representatives, funders and 
policymakers. The lead articles in 2005 were “State Strategies Focus Conservation Efforts,” by Mark 
Shaffer, Doris Duke Foundation; “Funders Work to Reframe the Fire Debate,” by Dominick DellaSala, 
World Wildlife Fund, Eric Holst and Henry Carey, Forest Trust; “Biodiversity on the International Agenda,” 
by Charles Barber, USAID; and “Energy Funds Provide Weapon for State Action on Climate,” by Stewart 
Hudson, Emily Hall Tremaine Foundation. 


The CGBD website, www.cgbd.org was re-designed and re-launched.
